Hal Verb has suggested that we send you the enclosed Oakland Tribune story 
by Hajmes Johnson, which you may already have seen in the Washington Star. As do 
the other two enclosed articles, it places considerable emphasis on the Banister- 
Martin circle, which we round unusual. This may be significant in light of ixbcnixxx 
Johnson's good contacts within the anti&Uastro groups / have you talked with fain? 

H„ Johnson's book on the Bay of Pigs seems to be a very good source on relations 
between the CIA and the anti-Castro Cubans (at least prior to the U3-CRC break in 
1962). Other works that might be relevant are "T^e Cuban Invasion," by Szulc and 
Meyer, who are more sympathetic than H. Johnson to the "left-wing" anti-Castro 
exiles; "Counterrevolutionary Agent" (Foulis & co., London), by Hans Tanner, 
"international correspondent" and soldier of fortune, concerning his activities 
with the Christian Democratic Movement ink in the US and Cuba from Jan. to July 
1961; and Schle singer' s "Thousand Days," which has some frank remarks on CIA foundi n g 
and control of the CRC. 

At present we are mostly just trying to keep up with the news from H.O., and 
reluctant to waste time trying to find out what Garrison already has. One current 
project is to keep up to date and fill in the chart Hal sent you earlier (revised 
copy enclosed.) Another possible project is to write a brief summary of US - Cuban 
exile relations, I 96 O- 63 , especially concerned itfith the CRC and FRD. Are these 
groups (and Arcacha) involved enough 'in Garrison's case to make such a summary 
useful? The HIT and the books mentioned aboge have plenty of information, but it 
would be a bit of a job to put it together. 

Anotner thing I (p.h.) have been intending to do is to expand on your observations 
concerning Oswald's relations with the Marines. For example, the Warren Commission 
claimed to have checked Oswald's files with the FBI, CIA, and OUT, but there is 
hardly anything said about the third of these. I have evidence that the WC did have 
Oswald's ONI file, but I don't know where it is. Have you run across it, by any 
chance? 

We would appreciate any suggestions you would like to pass on, e.g. research 
or tther activities we could work on here. We are all, of course, curious to see 
what Garrison has, and eager to read Whitew ash III . It is frustrating to have nothing 
better than Manchester, or Lewis &' Schiller, to read.
